All which conſidered, I thought good inthisplacero 
ſhew how any number ot archers thould bereduced into 
the forme ofa hearſe, or divers hearſes, which isathing of 
greatfacilitic to be performed, becauſe thatthe Capraine 
or Captaines ofarchers haue no moreto do but to ſay vnto 
theirarchers. Rank? your ſelues archers .7.in aranke or it 
they will make a hearſe of 8. rankes, hen ranke your ſelues $ 
inaranke, (as inthe firit part ofthis my booke concerning 
thereducing of fingle bandes into rankes, is verie particu- 
lerly contained ); which being by the archers performed 
thrughout the whole band, oras manie bands of archers as 
they will bring into ahearſe; then their Capraines and con- 
duQors are to lead them by the fanke and corner otthe 
ſquadron where thole archers ſhall be reduced into winge; 
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tomze CA rchers, and let this worde paſſe throughout from 


theſouldiors in flanke throughout next vnto hin areſpre- 
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and theredrawing thoſe archers as far out ,andJarge froth 
the cornec of the ſquadron asthey thal think requitite;and 
finding the hindermoſt ranke of 7.ſoldfors,or of 8:it they be 
diſpoledt; make their flanke of 8. archers,to be of ſuch c6- 
uenient diſtance from the! corner of the ſquadronas they 
ſhal think mcer: then the chicfe Commander ofthoſe Ar» 
chers is preſenclic to goe tothe mid(t of that fAlanke where 
they are ro make of Hanke frunt, and then being a conyeni- 
ent diſtance from them, he ought to ſay vnto them : Frunt 


flanke to flanke :Vppon which his wotdes pronounced, all 


ſentlie torurne their faces and weapons towardes him and 
make of fAankefrunt, and ſo ſubſequentlie all the reſt of the 
archers throughout al the rankes mult pertorme the like, 
Andthis making of flank frunt may beperformed aſwel by 
the ſtroke of the drumme as by the briefe ſpeeches of the 
commander : which being by them performed, then they 
muſt preſently reforme themlelues ihto their conuenierit 
diſtances both by faintand flanks, thatthereby they may 
without any impediment giuetheir volees as aforſaid: And | 
thus of a greatnumber of ranks that they were before when

themſclues withthe gouernment, and great and equal iu- 
ſticeofthe Magiſtrates and their ſuperiors; thatalthough 
they haueall fortes of acmors, and weapons of warre tor 
foormen inall their houſes; yet itis not to be tound in any 
Chronicles or hiſtories of Venice, that euer they did take 
armes orreuolt againſt their Duke, Sexate,nor Nobilitic : 
And thatinlike ſort, al the dominions that do belong vn- 
to YVexice, that arc in the continent of Italic and elſewhere, 
alchough all the common peopl: of thoſe dominions, bee 
armed and weaponed yetthrough the great care had by 
the ſtate of Vexece of their proſperitie, with equall & great 
juſticeminiſtred eucnto the very leaſt of them ; they inde 
themſclues ſo well contented toliue vnder the quiet and 
happiegouernment of the Yenetians, that ey hauenot 
in many and many yeares, once offred any kinde of reuglt | 
againſt them ; but haue rather at ſuch times as ſome parts

ſhires ſhould uenicnr, that the armours and Weapons of all Shieres 
be kept. ſhouldbe keptby ſuch rich menas doofindethoſe armors' 
and weapons, intheir owne houſes; and ſuch as are found: 
by the common purſe of pariſhes,that they ſhould be kept.

of ſeruice, when the ſouldiors ofthe whole ſhire, ſhoulde: 
with al celericie arme themlelues & march to the place of

mors vnfit tor great men to put on; according to the/olde 
ſaying, ficſt come tirit ſerued; And fo likewiſe they domi(- 
rakeche right chooſing of their apparell and Weapons; 
whereot inſeweth greatdiſorderand confuſion, And theſe 
ſudden diſorders with others that I omit, cannot yp6ſuch 
ſudden aJarmes be poſhblie preuented, the armors & wea- 
pon being ſo placed,although althe particuler names of 
the ſoldiors,were written vpon the apparel,armor & wea- 
ons.
